"God will raise up after me braver men", John Hus 
wrote from his imprisonment where, in spite of the 
Emperor's vowed protection, he was condemned to 
die. A century later,Martin Luther, cited to Wornis 
and armed with an imperial safe-conduct, was 
warned: "Remember Hus!". Lilkke John Wycliffe, whose 
disciple he was, John Hus was a forerunner of the 
Reformation. | 


Born in Husinec (whence 'Hus') in Bohemia in 1369, 
the Czech reformer studied at Prague University 
where in 1402 he became rector and a well—known 
popular preacher at Bethlehem Chapel. Here he 
lectured and preached Wycliffe's views, denouncing 
the corruption of the clergy and appealing to the 
Holy Scriptures as the only authority and guide. 
In 1410 the Pope ordered the burning of Wycliffe' s 
books and the banning of Hus' preaching. But he 
continued preaching. The congregation at Bethlehem 
Chapel swelled in size. In 1411 Hus was excommun— 
icated and an interdict placed upon Prague. At the 
request of King Wenceslaus, the reformer withdrew 
to the home of a Czech nobleman outside the city. 
He wrote his book On the Church, the first part. of 
which is almost a reprint of Wycliffe. The Church 
is the sum total of all believing people, not merely 
Pope and clergy; its Head is Christ, not the Pope, 
the doctrine that the Pope cannot err is blasphemy. 


Hus readily agreed when in 1414 hewas cited to the 
Council of Constance and was guaranteed safe—conduct 
by Emperor Sigismund. The trial wasamockery. De— 
spite the Emperor's protests, he was condemned to 
die. When his accusers in degrading him franthe 
priestly office intoned in unison: "Thy-soul we 
deliver up to the devil", Hus replied, "And I com— 
mend it to the holy Lord Jesus". Led forth to the 
stake with a chain around his neck, he died im 
flames singing: "Christ, thou Son of the living 
God, have mercy upon me". The same day, 6July 1415,, 
his ashes were thrown into the Rhine.

Embo is a former Enga sorcerer of the Ambulyini 
tribe. 


To him the superstitious and ignorant natives turn 
in time of sickness and trouble to find out what 
j they should do to satisfy the hunger and wrath of 
ithe spirits of the dead, who are believed to be 
jthe cause of their suffering. Por a fee, Embo would 
by means of various magical media, consult with 
the spirits to find out what sacrifices they des- 
Jired: sacrifices of pigs, birds, or wild animals 
from the bush. 


While he was carrying on this black and lucrative 
practice, Embo was afflicted with a bad infectious 
sore on his face. The natives were afraid of this 
jtype of sore and left Embo to.care for himself in 
the bush, where he would have died a miserable 
death had not word reached the mission station 
about his sad condition. 


We had him carried to the mission station, and 
then eleven miles further to the hospital where 
loving and skilled hands cared for him until the 
sickness was finished. When he returned from hos— 
pital, Embo quit sorcery, joined the catechumen 
class and, after some years of instruction, gave 
testimony of his faith in the Saviour and was bap- 
| tized. 


Now Embo, not for any fee or reward, but out of 
deep gratitude to the Lord for rescuing and saving 
him, is again at work telling and instructing other 
matives of his tribe to Whom to go in time of 
‘trouble — to Jesus, Saviour and Lord! 
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"Baptize the nations: far and nigh 
; The triumphs of the Cross record; 
i The Name of Jesus glorify 
; Till every kindred call Him Lord."

221,634 children attended Holiday Bible Schvols 
conducted by our sister-—congregations of the Luth— 
eran Church - Missouri Synod in 1956. Of these, 
66,032 were children of non-members. 


It was fitting that Luther-Tyndale, ELCE mother 
hurch, should be the first Lutheran congregation 
iin this country to conduct a Holiday Bible School. 
om August 11-16, eight teachers met with twenty 
children in Iuther-Tyndale church hall. Mornings 
were spent in Bible study, hymn study, and handi- 
rafts; afternoons in swimming, hiking, games and 
ompetitions. Each child brought its own lunch and 
paid its own fare to the concluding excursion to 
Chalkwell-—by—the-Sea. Climax of the week was the 
special church service in which the children sang 
hymns and read prayers they had learned or written 
in the Bible School. 


Sunday School, one hour a week, does not provide

1958 Synod (Resolution 8) recommends to every con- 
gregation what Luther-—Tyndale has now successfully 
piloted: a Holiday Bible School in Sunmer 1959.
